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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

2. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Song [U.S. 
Pat. 5,686,331] newly cited. 

Song (fig. 2H, cols. 2-3) discloses a semiconductor device comprising: 
a field effect transistor having a gate electrode (1 1) formed on a first section of a 
semiconductor substrate (1 ) (see col. 2, lines 53-55); 

a ridge structure (14) made of insulating film material formed on an upper surface 
of the gate electrode (11), the ridge structure being aligned and extending along side 
edges of the gate electrode without overlapping a center line of the gate electrode, 
wherein an outer surface of the ridge structure is covered with a side wall spacer (13) of 
a ridge shape (see col. 3, lines 7-12).
